There have been two added to the list of poor who have been 
helped by the town, a Mr. Russell and wife, and as near as I can learn 
they belong to Wallingford. Mr. Claghorn, chairman of the board of 
selectmen of that town, requested me to minister to their wants until 
they had time to investigate, and if they belonged to Wallingford they 
would pay the bills and take them away.
